It was again reported during the period of October 1946 to 
May 1947 that ROSELLINI was still the attorney for WILLIAM KIRK. 

During the months of January and February 1947 a Grand 
Jury was convened at Seattle, Washington to inquire into certain 
irregularities which were alleged to have occurred in the conduct 
of King County affairs* ROSELLINI was subpoenaed before the Grand 
Jury to discuss his relationship with LLOYD SHORETT who was, at this 
time, County Prosecutor for King County. No information was developed 
before the Grand Jury that SHORETT was connected in any way with the 
activities of ROSELLINI. It was reported from various informants and 
law enforcement officials that ROSELLINI *s influence as a fixer 
had waned considerably after the Grand Jury hearings * 

During this same time foimer SA ERNEST A. JONSON, now 
associated as a certified public accountant with a Seattle accounting 
firm, advised that ROSELLINI was one of his firm 1 ® clients and that he, 
JONSON, recently audited ROSELLINI*s books. He said that ROSELLINI* s 
disclosed income for the year 1946 was $50,000*00 and he said that 
most of this income represented retainers fees from the operators of 
illicit speak-easies in Seattle. He stated that ROSELLINI is also 
interested in the operation of some of these " joints" ♦ JONSON also 
mentioned that ROSELLINI received a $1,500.00 monthly retainer from 
the Far West Amusement Company, which company 1 s principal and sole 
activity was in connection with pinball and slot machines. It was the 
opinion of JONSON that the interest which ROSELLINI had acquired in the 
operation of some of the liquor joints in Seattle was perhaps due to 
the fact that ROSELLINI represented the owners of these establishments 
before the Washington State Liquor Board and that in return for his 
fee he accepted an interest in the establishment. 

On November 16, 1948, GALE WAGNER, manager of the Fern Hotel, 
was arrested in a police raid and charged with prostitution. She was 
fined flOO.OO and given 3 days suspended sentence. ROSELLINI acted 
as her attorney and provided $500.00* bond for her. It was also alleged 
that ROSELLINI was part owner of this hotel which operated openly as 
a house of prostitution in November 1948* 

In 1948 JOHN ROSELLINI, the father of ALBERT ROSELLINI, 
made-st^ication for pardon after completion of sentence* On September 
12, iSifj/ JOHN ROSELLINI pled guilty to violation of the Harrison 
Narcotics Act and was sentenced to serve one year and a day.

application, Chief of Police, Seattle, GEORGE D. EASTMAN (NA), 
was interviewed and advised that as far as he knew JOHN ROSELLINI 
had not been involved in any criminal activity since being released 
from prison* However, Chief EASTMAN, at this time, expressed his 
hopes for indicting ALBERT ROSELLINI in connection with his activities 
as attorney for various speak-easies and clubs in Seattle* 

In February 1949 TCM DURHAM, Assistant Prosecutor of Whatcom 
County, former Assistant U* S* Attorney, Seattle, and considered 
extremely reliable, advised that State Senator ROSELLINI had taken

beer license at the time ROSELLINI knew that such a license was 
impossible to obtain* DURHAM reported that ROSELLINI later gave back 
$1,000*00 of this amount and kept the other $500*00. 

On May 17, 1952 BERNARD J* GALLAGHER, a member of the 
Legislative Committee of the State of Washington, investigating crime 
conditions in the State of Washington, advised an agent of the Seattle 
Office that he was of the opinion Senator ROSELLINI was only conducting 
crime hearings in Spokane for additional publicity and expense money* 

In May 1952 Acting Chief of Police FRANK C. RAMON, Seattle, 
advised that WESLEY N. MILLER, former Captain of Detectives* of the 
Seattle Police Department, is presently functioning as an investigator 
for the ROSELLINI crime committee. Chief RAMON stated that MILLER 
was fired by the Seattle Police Department June 12, 1940 for having 
conspired to reduce an attempted robbery charge to a drunk charge for 
an alleged sum of $500*00, as well as having had considerable previous 
complaints against MILLER, including participation in a drunken party 
with Negro women in which one girl was stabbed to death* 

The General Intelligence Survey report dated May 31. 1952 
contained the following information concerning the activities of 
ROSELLINI:

The 
state itself appropriated ll|- million dollars to underwrite the 
Pair, Eight million dollars of this was a direct appropriation, 
the balance of which was for the construction of the Colosseum, 
fa large structure on the Fair grounds. He said that the state has 
already received 4 million dollars in increased excise taxes 
as a result of the Fair and that they expect the income from 
increased gasoline and tobacco and liquor taxes to be of such 
a volume, that with the sale of the Colosseum to the City of 
Seattle they will net approximately 2 million dollars profit. 

This of course does not have any bearing on the profits 
that private business has derived from the Fair.

Concerning Governor Rosellini, it is to be noted that he

'practice of law in the Seattle area, including many criminal cases, 
and it has been reported at various times that he was most influential 
in being able to assist individuals regarding liquor licenses and 
was regarded by some sources as a "fixer™ in the Seattle area. Some 
individuals have characterized Rosellini as a shrewd and cunning 
politician who endeavored to create the impression that he had 
influence in underworld circles. Further, he has taken advantage

You will recall that we conducted a special inquiry- 
type investigation concerning former Governor Rosellini at 
the request of the White House and during the investigation 
developed a great deal of derogatory information concerning 
him. 

Jack Hood j Supervisor of Banking for the State of Wash- 
ington, has given to Alternate Senior Resident Agent 
Robert H. Wick in Olympia a copy of a memorandum obtained 
from the Seattle Office of the Universal CIT Finance Corpora- 
tion, concerning the establishment of small loan offices in 
Kennewick, Goldendale and Pasco, Washhgton, all of which are 
relatively small communities . 



During the investigation of Rosellini, there were 
numerous allegations made concerning payoffs that had to 
be made to responsible state officials before a small loan 
license could be obtained. This memorandum reflects that 
precedent to obtaining a small loan license in Washington, 
the applicant had to pay 2 0% of the net profit to a contact 
in the vicinity of Kennewick, 10% to an individual described 
as a "hoodlum", and in addition $5,0 00 to the Governor, and 
$2 5 00 to an attorney who would represent them in the 
application. 

This, of course, is just further confirmation of the 
numerous allegations concerning the shenanigans surrounding 
the obtaining of a small loan license in this state under 
the Rosellini regime.
